CRUEL MOB, 


Brutal Scenes Enacted at 
Fire Island. 


Another Attempt to Land Quaran- 
tined Passengers Fails. 


Appeals for the Unfortunates Met 
With Derisive Howls. 


» . 


Gov. Flower Aroused—He Says He Will 
Have the Island—Blocked by an In- 


J Situa- 
tion Improved, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Sept. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The events of this day 
will probably be looked upon in future 
years asone of the most horrible re- 
proaches on American civilization that 
ever occurred in American history. 
The Federal Government on the one 
side, the State Government on the 
other, both anxious to bea rescuing 
party, and in front the local authorities 
and private people forcing back victims 
from a haven of refuge. On Sunday 
the unfortunate cabin passengers of 
the Normannia, who for eight days had 
been confined to the cholera-stricken 
ship, greeted with-delight the informa- 
tion that they were to go to Fire Island. 
The steamboat was hired, and the first 
and second-class passengers started for 
the promised land. The water was 
rough and many were seasick. After 
a voyage of abont thirty-six miles the 
captain weakened, and said he was 
afraid to take the Cepheus over the bar 
without a pilot. In consequence 
the Cepheus started back and the 
first-class passengere were oncé more 
put on board the _ rickety old 
Stonington liner The second cabin 
passengers were kept on board the 
Cepheus without beds or even pillows 
on which to. lay their heads. They 
were strewn about the settees and car- 
peted decks of the steamer. Early on 
Monday morning the captain of the 
Cepheus discovered that he required 
coal and water and could not get to 
Fire Island without them. He calmly 
steamed up to the quarantine jetty, 
made fast alongside and sent word 
shortly after 4 o’ciock to wake the 
Health Officer up. Dr. Jeneins decided 
to water and coal her at her own dock. 
This was done, and at about 10 o’clock 
the Cepheus once more started down 
the bay to embark the first saloon pas- 
sengers and take them to Fire Island. 
The trip was again a rough one, but 
there were more than the elements, to 
be met. A storm had bees brewing 

around Babylon and Islip since the first 
rumor that Fire Island was to be turned 


into a quarantine station was heard. 


The Babylonians and their near neigh- 
bors cared not for their suffering fel- 


low-creatures. They did not care if 
they died of cholera, starved or 
were drowned. All they thought 


of in their craven hearts was the 
totally improbable proposition that 
they-were being attacked by pestilence, 
owing tothe propinquity of a number 
of ladies and gentlemen and children 
who had never had cholera in their 
midst who had lived fora fortnight on 
board a ght ship without be- 
ing touched, and who were returning to 
theirown homes. The craven-hearted 
creatures trembling from their own im- 
aginary fears without any real danger, 


not only invoked the arm of the 
law by means of that anomal- 
ous legal stay entitled an injunc- 
tion, but assembled as an armed 


mob a hundred or so strong to drive 
these helpless women and children back 
to the cholera ship, and at all events to 
possible death. he Governor begged 
and implored; Dr. Jenkins prayed the 
men to allow the passengers to land; 

telegram after telegram flashed over 
the wires assuring the men of Islip and 
those of Babylon that they ran no risk. 

They were obdurate; they would not 
give in, ahd the passengers of the Nor- 
mannia are now, on Monday night, ly- 
ingatthe inlet by Fire Island. The 
passengers appointed a committee, 
with Senator McPherson as chairman, 
to confer with the mob. ‘The latter re- 
fused to withdraw the injunction, and 
so for tonight, at least, they can claim 
the victory, a victory gained over 471 
helpless women -and children and 
equally unoffending husbands. 


NOT ALLOWED TO LAND. 


How the Fire Island Mob Drove Off the 
Cephenus Passengers. 

Fire Isuanp (N.Y.,) Sept. 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.] ‘There were ex- 
citing scenes here this afternoon and 
up to the present hour, owing to de- 
monstrations by from 300 to 400 bay 
men and others, led by Supervisor W. 
H. Younk and ex-Supervisor John H. 
Vail of Islip township, who took pos- 
session of the dock, armed with shot- 
guns, oars and other weapons, and 
twice resisted all attempts made to 
land passengers from the Cepheus. 
From that hour, about 5 p.m., the 
Cepheus was anchored about 200 feet 
from the dock. 

As the Cepheus ran alongside the 
dock the first time, a hundred voices 
shouted ‘‘You can’t landhere! Go back 
to New York.’’ Others shouted threats 
of throwing the men overboard if they 
stepped from the vessel onto the dock. 
A hawser was thrown to a post, but 
was immediately thrown back. Five 
policemen on the Cepheus climbed to 
the gunwaleand motioned as though to 
draw revolvers, but went no. further. 
C. L. Wall, whom Gov. Flower author- 
ized to take charge of the hotel here, 
and who was also aboard the Cepheus, 
asked the mob to'listen to him and then 
said: ‘Il representthe State of New 
York and am authorized to land here 
and assume charge.’’ 

The crowd shouted out, “Show us 
your authority?”’ 

He thereupon produced a paper, 
which he beganto read, but could not 
make himself heard. Many passengers, 
mostly women, appealed to the crowd 
to land but the answers that came back 
were only in shouts. 

Lawyer Reid and Supervisor Young 
informed those aboard the. steamer 
that Justice Barnard had granted an in- 
jeection restraining them from land- 


ing. .Mr..Walbasked to see the injtinc-, who was still in the stern. 


tion, but as the document had not yet. 
arrived it Could Not be produced. They 
stated, however, tharit was on the 
way. The Cepheus then backed out and 
turned, Whileturning Dr. Voight se- 
cured a row boatto take him tothe 


| steamer and had gone half way when 


the men refused to go further and 
turned back. He made two other un- 
successful attémpts to reach the 
steamer. 

A ORU EL Mon. 

The Cepheus again ran alongside the 
dock, bat a solid line of determined bay- 
men repelled the attempt to land. Mr. 
Wall agaim asserted his authority, but 
when he stated that his authority was 
from Dr. Jenkins. the Health Officer, 
the crowed jeered and Supervisor 
Young shouted, *‘We don’t recognize 
Dr. Jenkins or Gov. Flower's authority 
here.’’ 

Lottie Collins, who stood in the first 
row of passengers that lined the decks 
af the Cepheus, put out both hands and 
cried: “Shame! shame! You who call 
yourselves Americans, shame!’’ and as 
the steamer again backed from the 
dock, the English actress addressed 
them, and cried, *‘Shame!’’ 

Afterthat the Cepheus had a boat 
lowered, and Wall and Capt. Tripple 
rowed in it to the dock, but were not al- 
lowed to step ashore. Mr. Wall said he 
desired to confer with the committee, 
whereupon several persons shouted: 
‘Supervisor Young represents us.’’ 

‘Then let me ashore and Supervisor 
Young and I will talk the matter over,”’ 
said Mr. Wall. 

Ascore of voices answered: ‘‘No! 
No! You can’t come ashore here! Go 
back to New York.”’ 

Mr. Wall replied: 
State of New York.’’ 

“Show us your authority, then,” re- 
sponded the crowd. 

Mr. Wall thereupon took a paper out 
of his pocket, and read from it as fol- 
lows: 

To whom t may coficern: P. L. Wall ts au- 
thorized to take charge of the Surf Hotel, 
and land passengers. 

WILLIAM T. JENKINS, 
Health Officer, Port of New York. 

Supervisor Young replied: ‘I do not 
recognize Dr, Jenkins. This is not part 
of New York, and I do not propose'to 
allow any passengers from infected 
ships to land in the town of Islip.’’ 

‘But we have not a sick person on 
board; everybody is well, and I appeal 
to youin behalf of American women 
and children to allow the people to 
land,’’ said Mr. Wall. 

“We think of our own women and 
children first, and intend to protect 
them at all hazzards,’’ replied the Su- 
pervisor. 

While this conversation was going on, 
Dr. Voight appeared on the dock, and 
began telling. Mr. Wall that he had 
charge there, when several baymen 
crewded around him, shouting ‘‘Throw 
him into the water! Drown him!’ and 
would probably have carried out their 
threats but for the reporters. The boat 
returned to the Gepheus, where the de- 
jected passenge! irits were being 
kept up by ba m@tsie, the band 
playing the “‘Star Spangled Banner,’’ 
‘‘God Save the Queen,’”’ and ‘‘Yankee 
Doodle.’? The boat came off again and 


“I represent the 


.Mr. Wall asked to have provisions sent 


aboard the Cepheus. Some in the crowd 
shouted: ‘‘All right; let them have all 
the provisions they want.’’ But the 
greater number answered, ‘No, no; 
give them nothing. Let them go back 
to New York.” 

Dr. Voight stated that he was in- 
formed that Gov. : Flower had tele- 
graphed Sheriff A. B. Darling of Suffolk 
county to come here with deputies and 
keep the State properly clear of in- 
truders and protect the Cepheus pas- 
sengers in landing. ‘Many threats were 
made of burning or. cutting down the 
dock if passengers began to land, and a 
number of men procured axes with 
which to cut away sufficient of the 
dock near the hate! to prevent persons 
landing. 

The arrangements to insure the car- 
rying out of Gov. Flower’s orders and 
for protecting the hotel have been 
lamentably inadequate. 

At 4:55 Lawyer Hugene Fisher. of 
Babylon, counsel for the Islip Board of 
Health, reached here with a copy of 
the injunction granted by Justice Bar- 
nard. His arrival was greeted with 
eer ae.) cheers from the crowd on the 

dock. The injunction forbids Gov. 
Flower, Health Officer Jenkins and 
others from landing quarantined pas- 
sengersonthe island. Itisa temporary 
writ,,and is returnable at the general 
term of the Supreme Court now in ses- 
sion in Brooklyn. 

Everything is in readiness in the ho- 
tel for the care of the 570 passengers 
on the Cepheus whenever they are 
landed. A carload of provisions has 
just arrived from New York. 

The people here have been made in- 
sane bythe exercise of power. They 
have been appealed to in the name of 
God to permit the oldest women and 
youngest children to be taken to the 
hotel for the night, that if this request 
were granted their lives might be 
saved; but they refused, with brutal 
jeers. 

Anevent since nightfall Scio a 
degree of crnelty well-nigh inconceiva- 
ble. After the Cepheus had come to 
anchor, two police officers rowed to the 
landing and asked that a letter be 
taken to Dr. Voight. The mob refused 
to allow the letter to be breught ashore 
and drove the police off with threats. 

As it was growing dark a small boat 
came from the direction of the steamer. 
It was rowed by two policemen, and in 
the stern stood a gray-haired man, Rob- 
ert M. Thompson. As the boat ap- 
proached the landing the mob gathered 
threateningly. Mr. Thompson asked to 
be heard on behalf of 200 women and 
children on the steamer who were suf- 
fering from hunger, exposure and ex- 
haustion. After some minutes of in- 
sulting retorts by the mob, he was al- 
lowed to speak. He said the men on 
the steamer did not ask to land; the 
young women would remain, if neces- 
sary; but the old women, sothe of them 
grandmothers, and thechildren, suffer- 
ing not for comforts, but for decent 
care, should be allowed t@pland. They 
would be returned to the steamer after 
a night's rest and one meal. Attorney 
Willard P. Reid answered that if the 
captain of the steamer would come 
ashore the people to whom he spoke 


‘would consider the request. 


SENATOR M’PHERSON PLEADS IN VAIN, 


After saying that he would attempt 
to bring the captain back with him Mr. 
Thompson returned tothe steamer. It 
was dark, except for the light of the 
stars, when the boat was seen coming 
back to the landing place.“ When the 
boat almost touched the landing, a tall, 
spare figure was seen standing in the 
bow. ‘It is Senator McPherson of 
New Jersey,’ called out Mr, Thompson, 


Senator 
McPherson stood silent for some mo- 


ments, looking at the mob he could |. 


dimly see crowding to the edge of the 
wharf and ordering the officers, who 
were rowing, to back water, when 
the boat drifted too near the landing. 

“Citizens,’’ said the Senator at last, 
“the captain declines to come ashore. 
If you will give me your injunction pa- 
pers, I give you my word of honor that 
I will give them to him and-he will ac- 
cept them as legally served’ 

“Bring your captain ashore, as you 
promised,’’ said Attorney Ried.

and at this moment we are lving about 
on the decks of the steamer Cepheus, an 
excursion boat without any sleeping accom- 
modations, delicate women and agedand 
infirm men without mattresses or blankets, 
and many exposed tothe sky. All are sup- 
perless, and this comes after three days’ 
of insufficient food, dread of fire, the misery 
of seasickness and dreadful uncertainty 
as to our fate. Hadcholera been among us 
it must have broken out, but only tonight 
the quarantine physician on board the 
Cepheus a his word to the savage 
mobthatis detaining us here that there 
had been no symptoms of cholera among us 
during all the thme we have beenunder his 
observation. The breaking point is nearly 
reached, Hardships, hunger and fear are 
doing their work, and the condi- 
tion of the weak and infirm is 
reaching the limit of humaa en. 
durance. For God's sake release us and let 
us go to our homes. We will put ourselves 
under any supervision you may direct. 
Take accountof our peculiar vonditions and 
act at once or the authorities of the Empire 
State will be responsible tor many déaths 
from exhaustion.

GOV. FLOWER FUMES. 


Be Vows He Will Take Possession of That 
Island. 

New York, Sept. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gov. Flower arrived 
this morning and immediately began an 
investigation of the cholera troubles. 
He said the State would take possession 
of fire Island at once. He is prepared 
to take any step, no matter how 
stringent, to keep cholera away from 
New York city. 

Newspaper men conveyed to Gov. 
Flower the news that Judge Barnard 
of Brooklyn had issued an injanction to 
prevent any of the people from the 
cholera ships landing at Fire Island. 
The Governor was much nettled and ex- 
ptessed surprise. Prof. Collins, a legal 
authority, said, ‘‘This is a great sur- 
prise. It is in fact a serious matter. I 
will not sayit will interfere with our 
plans, and yet I cannot say exactly 
what we will do.”’ 

The Governor préviously issued a 
prolamation today desiring the sheriff 
of Suffolk County to useall his power 
in resisting any interference with the 
State authorities in occupying Fire Is- 
land, 

Upon his return to the city this even- 
ing Gov.

The City Primaries. 


The Republican City Central Commit- 
tee will meet this evening at the Lincoln 
Club rooms to take preliminary steps 
for calling the primary elections for the 
forthcoming city convention. It is 
hardly necessary to suggest to the com- 
mittee that a repetition of some of the 
idiosyncrasies of the late primary elec- 
tions is not desired by the people. 

The polling-places should be located 


in respectable localities and convenient 
for 


the majority of the _ people 
in each ward. There been 
some talk of calling the elec- 


tions by precincts, but we think this 
isnotdesirable. It unduly multiplies the 
machinery of the election, and we fail 
to see any good that would be accom- 
plished thereby. One polling-place for 
each ward is enough. The officers of 
election should be chosen from the best 
class of Republicans, whose reputation 
for fairness will be a guarantee of an 
honest election. Lastly, it is desirable 
that the voters should be checked off in 
the Great Register as they deposit their 
ballots. The argument is made that 
the Great Register has been can- 
celled and is, therefore, not official, 
This may be, but neither is the election 
official. A cancelled register will do as 
well as any other, provided it is the 
latest and most comprehensive list of 
voters. If any appear and offer to vote 
who are not on the Great Register, let 
them show certificates of registration 
or other evidence that they are citizens. 
The use of the Great Register at pri- 
mary elections is a decided check on 
the colonization of voters and other 
fraudulent practices, and about the only 
check that can at present be devised 
short of adopting the Porter Law. 

The best element of the party de- 
mands these three things: Respectable 
and convenient polling-places, fair offi- 
cers of election, and the use of the 
Great Register. It would be better for 
the Central Committee to acquiesce in 
these demands than to precipitate such 
controversies as occurred over the late 
primaries. 


Whittier-Sullivan, 

On the same day that Whittier, the 
grand, old, Quaker poet, yielded up his 
life to his maker, Sullivan, the glor- 
ified brute and bully, yielded up his 
championship of the prize ring. These 
two circumstances form a strange an- 
tithesis, and the reflections to be drawn 
therefrom furnishthe only excuse for 
bringing the names into juxtaposition. 
Between the two there is all the differ- 
ence that stretches between the lowest 
and highest ambitions of humanity. 

Whittier, occupying an advanced 
plane of refinement, of ideality, of love 
for his fellow-men and for all creation— 
his heart filled with music, his soul over- 
flowing with kindness—beckoned to the 
human race tO come up higher. He 
wds an exemplification of these lines of 
Longfellow: 

God sent his singers to the earth 

With songs of sadness and of mirth, 

To touch the stubborn hearts of men 

And bring them back to heaven again. 

And Whittier sang with a_ gentle 
voice, and the whole world heard him 
and was made better. What is still 
more comforting, Whittier sang, not 
alone for his own day and generation, 
but--for all-time. will 
never die. Evenupon this earth he is 
an immortal. 

Sullivan, the exemplification of all 
that is cruel-and brutish, did more than 
any other man of hisgeneration to de- 
base his fellows and bring them down 
to his own level. Sullivan, as the 
champion bruiser, is already dead and 
it would be a blessing to humanity if 
his influence might die with him. _ 

Man is a strange, dual creature. To 
begin with, he is an animal. Asan an- 
imal he performs the same functions as 
those of lower orders in the scale of 
being; has the same passions and de- 
velops more vices. As an animal he 
propagates his species; as an animal he 
is born into the world, lives his little 
span of lite and dies. No matter how 
high he progresses in the scale of intel- 
lect-and spirituality the animal instinct 
is ever present with him and can never 

be entirely subverted until}, he is de- 
prived of existences. This must be in 
accordance with the divine plan. The 


| Creator must have made man an an- 


imal for some good purpose. At 
the same’ time man is possessed 
of a spirit, a soul—a_ something 


which philosophers think is denied 
to the rest of the brute creation. 
Man may sink very low inthe scale of 
humanity, but he can never entirely 
lose this better part. This must have 
been for a good purpose also. * 
And so, between these lowest and 
highest notes of the scale comes

the whole gamut of human life, and

Sometimes, when we see the apothe- 
osis of brutishness, such as that recently 
exhibited in New Orleans, when we see 
whole cities turn out to do honor to the 
prize slugger; when we see more wealth ° 


placed at the feet of ‘the pugilist |. 


for the effort of a single day than 
the great-.po@t could have earned 


with his pen in .a.. lifetime—we 
are almost persuaded that the 


pendulum is swinging backward—that 
the race is retrograding. But it is not. 
Families, tribes, peoples may retro- 
grade and sink and perish, but Evolu- 
tion goes on. ; 

And so we live in hopes that somé day 
this pugilistic craze’ will have run its 
course and that a people whose educa- 
tion, refinement and nobler instincts it 
discredits, will cast it off and arise to 
better things. While we cannot gain- 
sav the brute that is in us, we need not 
foster and cultivate and glorify it. 
The human race has everything to gain 
by following Whittier, it has every- 
thing to lose by following Sullivan. 
We hope tosce the day when through- 
out this broad land prize-fighting will 
be as much in discredit as the practice 
of dueling.

The interest awakened in this city 
during the collection of the historical 
exhibit for the State fair and the re- 
port of its success as the leading attrac- 
tion of the visitors at Sacramento has 
created a lively interest in historical 
matters, and the Historical Society 
finds itself in a fair way to emerge 
from its comatose state and become 
more generally popular and interest- 
ing. 

view of the lively interest shown in 
the coming Cabrillo celebration at San. 
Diego the 28th and 29th of this month, 
the anniversary of the first discovery of 
California, it is proposed to forma 
party, comprising the members of the 
Historical Society, Mission Association, 
and Science Society and visit San Diego 
during this celebration and take part 
in the exercises. 

This landing is a point that the most 
able historians have agreed to disagree 
about and local authorities are equally 
divided as to the certainty that San 
Pedro Bay was the landing place in- 
stead of San Diego Bay. It is proposed 
to have a historical debate during the 
visit as to the claims of San Pedro vs. 
San Diego, and the array of authorities 
on both sides promises an interesting 
presentation of the subject.

THE COUNCIL. 


Another Chapter in the Rees- 
Hazard Controversy. . 


A Lengthy Resolution Introduced by 
the Councilman. | 


Followed by a Long Message from 


the Mayor. 


The Usual Routine Business Transacted— 
Street Work Ordered—Bids Opened. 
’ Reports of Officers and Com- 
mittees 

The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning, at the usual 
place and time, every ward being repre- 
sented. 


After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the following message 
was received from the Mayor: 

To the honorable the Council of the City 
ot Los Angeles: This ordinance ordering 
the grading, etc., of Hope street, seri- 
ously interferes with the proceeding 
and suit now pending in the courts 
for the improvement of First and_ its 
cross streets, so far as the intersection 
of First and Hope streets is concerned, and 
I recommend tiat the same action be taken 
as with that for the change of the grade of 
Grand avenue. Respectfuliy, etc., 

HENRY HAZARD, Mayor. 

Upon motion.of Conncilman Nickell 
the vote by which the ordinance had 
been adopted was reconsidered, and the 
whole matter was thereupon referred 
back to the Board of Public Works: 

FREE LABOR BUREAU. 

Homer C. Katz, representing the Los 
Angeles Council of Labor, appeared be- 
fore the Council and briefly called the 
attention of that body to the necessity 
for the establisiimeut of a free labor 
bureau in this city, owing to the man- 
ner in which the present system is be-- 
ing abused by unscrupulous agents. 

Councilman Nickell moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed by the 
chairman to coéperate with a similar 
committee of the Labor Union to inves- 
tigate and report back to the Council 
at its next rege 

Councilman McGarry moved, as an 
amendment, that the matter be re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole 
to confer with a committee of the mem- 
bers of the union, adding, at the sug- 
gestion of Councilman Tufts, that Fri- 
day evening next at 7 o’clock be ap- 
pointed as the time for the meeting. 

Councilmar Nickell yigorously ob- 
jected to*the matter being referred to 
the committee of the whole, arguing 
that a committee of three or five could 
be got together so much more readily 
than nine. 

The question as to the time for the 
meeting caused a good deal of discus- 
sion, some of the mémbers having cau- 
cuses to attend and others being other- 
wise engaged on various evenings dur- 
ing the week. It was, however, finally 
agreed to adopt the dmendment. ; 

Mr. Howell appeared before the Coun- 
cil and orally requested leaye to exca- 
vate his lot on Seconé@-streety under the . 


‘supervision of the Street Superintend- 


ent, without going through the usual 
formula, and upon motion of Conncil- 
man Rhodes his request was granted, 
MR. REES AND THE MAYOR. 
The City Clerk presented the follow- 


ing report, which was received and 
filed: 

To the honor@bts the of tid bity of Los 
Angeles: In the matter of the communica- 
tion from Mr. Rees, and the instructions 
issued to me in accordande therewith, that 
I make a careful search in the records of 
the proceedings of the Council and report 
to the City Council whether or not I find 
therein any record of your honorable body 
authorizing his honor, the Mayor, to go to 
Sacramento in the interests of thecity 


prior to February 2, ee I have to report 
as follows: 
Ihave made search of the 
records commencing witp’ the date of Jan- 
uary 12, 1891, and ending February 9 of 
the same year, and find as follows: 
On the 12th dav of January, 1891, a mes- 
sage was received from the Mayor advo: 
cating that steps be taken looking to the 
consolidation of the’ city and county gov- 
ernments, and also looking tothe amend- 
ment of sec. 8, of art. 11, of the Con- 
stitution ‘’so that the ch r of our city 
may be the organic law that govern us, and 
to that end we should memprialize the Leg- 
islature to amend sec. 8% art. 11 of 
the Constitution by the omidéion therefrom 
of the word ‘special.’ 
Which message was referred to the City 
Attorney and a special committee consist- 
ing of Messrs, Tufts,.Alford ‘and Innes. 
(See vol. 33 of Records, pages 275 to 280.) 
On Monday, January 26, 1891, the spe- 
cial Committe on Charter Revision re- 
ported as follows: . 


‘Your committee appointe@ oh message 
of the Mayor on the consolidation of the 
city and county government would respect- 


fully report that they recommend such ac-. 


tion by the Legislature as may be neces- 
sary to enable the city’ of Los Angeles and 
such portions of the cdunty.as may desire 
to consolidate as the city and county of Los 
Angeles. 

“They would also recommend that the 
Legislature be requested -to amend the 
Constitution by eliminating the word 
‘special’? from sec. 11 thereof, 
that the provisions of the charter may con- 
trol, when inconflict with the Generel Law.” 
Which report was adopted on motion of Mr. 
Rees. [See vol. 33 of Records,. page 364.] 

The records of the sessiom*of February 9, 
1891, show as follows: 


On motion of Mr. Rhodes ,it was ordered 
that leave of absence be granted Mayor 
Hazard for ten days on of®cial business on 
behalf of the city at Sacramento, time to 
run from February 9, 1891. (See vol. 33 
of Records, at page 392.) Bay 

Councilman Rees interrupted the 
reading of the report by ahe clerk, 
stating that he had charged that Mayor 
Hazard on February 2 had drawn. the 
sum of $25 from the emergency fund 
without authorization therefor. He 
was fully aware that on February’9 the 
Council granted the Mayor a leave of 
absence, but it was illogical to argue 
that what had been done by the Council 
on February 9 had anything todo with 
the acts of the Mayor of February 2. © 

At the conclusion of thé “reading of 
the report Councilman Rees again ad- 
dressed his colleages ‘on “the subject. 
He stated that in the course of a discus- 
sion held two weeks ago he made _ cer- 
tain charges which the Mayor had at- 
tempted to controvert by calling him a 
liar. In order to defend his honor he 
presented a statement of the facts in 
the case in writing. The clerk had 
since made a full report of all the acts 
of the Council with reference to certain 
legislation at Sacramento. He now 
claimed that this report.bore out his al- 
legation that priorto February 2 the 
Mayor had not been authorized to go 
North. The Mayor signed the order on 
the emergency fund on January 31, and 
the best kind of evidence that there 
was no emergency about the matter was 
the fact that he did not draw the money 
until February 2. 
_ He then presented the following res- 
olution, which was adopted as read 
without further comment: 

WHEREAS, the City Clerk has reported to 
this Council that the records do not show 
that His Honor, the Mayor, was authorized 


by this body to go to Sacramento, prior to’ 
February 2, 1891; and; 


WHEREAS, the leave of absence granted 
to His Honor on February 9, 1881, to go 
to Sacramento cannot be properly con- 
strued as a justification of his drawing

on February 2, 1891, because this Council 
asa body was unaware at that time that 
His Honor had drawn said sum of $25 from 
the emergency fund; and, 

WHEREAS, there is no connection between 
the ciccumstance of the drawing of said 
sum by His Honor from the emergency

His Honor leave of absence on February 9, 
1891; and, 

WHEREAS, the statements made by Mr. 
Rees in his written communication to this 
Council are true; therefore, 

Resolved, that His Honor, the Mayor, was 
entirely unjustified in calling Mr. Rees a 
liar in this Council chamber.

The report of the Bridge Committee, 
recommending that the City Engineer 
be directed to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for making the necessary 
wingstothe approaches to the State 
street bridge, was adopted as read. 

The draft of an ordinance fixing the 
sidevalk on Soto. street, between 
Brooklyn avenue and Sheridan street, at 
the uniform width of eighteen feet, was 


read and adopted under a suspension of 
the rules. 


THE LICENSE MATTER. 
. Councilman Rhodes offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


WHEREAS, the license ordinance, upon in-

struction of the sewer, claiming that 
the improvement is not needed at this 
time, as only seven houses afe .to be 
connected with the proposed sewer. 

Martin C. Marsh, spoke in favor of 
the sewer, on the ground that it was 
demanded by the people who live on 
the street. He had built his house and 
had no place to run his sewage, and he 
did not think it right for non-residents 
to stand in the way of public improve- 
ment and punish people who have built 
houses and propose to live in them. 

After debate, Councilman Rees moved 
that action be postponed for twelve 
weeks, ashe thought this would suit 
all parties. 

Councilman Innes opposed the motion, 
as he thought the sewer should be buiit 
at once. 

The motion to postpone for twelve 
weeks was lost, when Councilman 
Rhodes moved that action be deferred 
for one week and that the Councilmen 
personally inspect the ground. 

This motion was also lost, when, on 
motion of Councilman Nickell, the pro- 
tests were denied and the necessary 
ordinance of intention passed. 

, CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

The City Engineer presented final or- 
dinances changing and establishing the 
grades of Twenty-second street. from 
Grand avenue to Main street and Prov- 
idence street, from Seventh to Ninth 
street, and they passed under suspen- 
sion of the rules.

IMPORTANT RAILWAY CASE DECIDED. 

In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning Judge Ross rendered 
his decision in the case of the Union 
Loan and Trust Company vs. the South- 
ern California Motor Road Company, 
which was recently reopened, the 
pleadings amended and the evidence 
taken de novo, the case being again ar- 
and submitted. 

e suit is one in equity, brought to 
foreclose a mortgage executed by the 
defendant corporation to the plaintiff, 
as trustee, to secure the payment of 
800 of its bonds, each for the sum of 
$1000, with interest. The main ques- 
tion at issue was whether or not the 
bonds ordered issued were used in pay- 
ment of, or pledged to secure the pay- 
ment of, a preéxisting indebtedness of 
the corporation, and Judge Ross de- 
cides that they were not, but were is- 
sued in payment for supplies, materials 
and labor performed on the faith of 
their issuance.

FINED AND IMPRISONED. 

In the United States District Court 
yesterday morning William G. Lorbeer, 
who was recently convicted by a jury 
of having obstructed the settlement of 
Miss Tessa L. Kelso upon Government 
land in the northern part of the county, 
appeared before Judge Ross to receive 
sentence. His counsel withdrew their 
motion for a new trial and both attor- 
neys made statements to the Court in 
mitigation of the offense. The Court 
thereupon sentenced Lorbeer to im- 
prisonment in the County Jail for ten 
days and ordered him to pay a fine of 
$50 in addition thereto. 

HENDRICK-COENEN ASSAULT CASE. 

In Department One, yesterday morn- 
ing, R. C. Hendrick, a middle-aged man 
of respectable appearance, residing at 
No. 1148 Trenton street, presented 
himself before Judge Smith for trial 
upon the charge of having assaulted F. 
J. Coenen ‘with a deadly weapon on June 
26 last. 

The following witnesses were called 
and examined for the prosecution, 
which then rested its case: Gustav 
Coenen, F. J. Coenen, Dr. J. E. Cowles, 
Ofticer J. A. Ditewig and Dr. Davidson. 
Their testimony was in substance to the 
effect that on Sunday, June 26, Gustav 
Coenen, a boy, was sent by his father to 
get some hay from a barn at the corner 
of Pico and.Pearl streets, but that the 
defendant refused to allow him to take 
the fodder, claiming that he had pur- 
chased it from E. H. Kincaid, to whom 
it belonged. The boy told his father, 
who at once went over tothe barn and 
an altercation ensued, asthe result of 
which the defendant struck Coenen on 
the head with an axe and placed him 
hors decombat. Dr. Cowles dressed his 
wound after he had recovered conscious- 
ness and the other physician had since 
attended him. 

For the defense E. H. Kincaid was 
called upon to testify that he had sold 
the hay to Hendrick on the night pre- 
vious to the commission of the offense, 
and he also stated that although he had 
given Coenen permission to use the hay 
he had not notified him of the fact 
that he had sold it. Misses Emma and 
Edith Hendrick, daughters of the de- _ 
fendant, testified that their father’s 
‘face was badly bruised when he re- 
turned to the house, and both stated 
that he did not have an axe, but took a 
hatchet to the barn with him. 

The matter then went over until 
this morning.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Work Done at the Iuatitation Since Angust 
Last. 

The report of Dr. H. G. Brainerd, Su- 
perintendent of the County Hospital, 
showing the work done at that institu- 
tion during the month of August last, 
was filed with the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday. | 

The total number of patients in the 
hospital was 152, of whom 108 were 
males and 44 females. During the 
month ®2. patients were admitted, 
76 males amd 16 females. Two females 
were born and twelve males died. The 
total expenditure for the Month was 
$2055.48, and the average cost per 
day was 63 cents per patient. 

Dr. Brainerd says in his report: 
“There was the largest admission dur- 
ing the month of any summer month 
since the opening of the hospital.

A Lively Township Convention at 
Williams’s Hall. 


New Men Capture the Nominations—City 
Council Procecdings—A Smooth 
Swindler—Personals and 
Brevities. 


The Pasadena Township Republican Con- 
vention convened yesterday afternoon at 4 
o’clock at Williams’s Hall. It was 6 o'clock 
when it adjourned, and, although it in. 
volved nothing more than the nomination 
of two justices of the peace and as many 
constables, it was red-hot from start to 
finish. Interest never lagged and the pro. 
ceedings would have done credit to any 
county convention of recent years. The 
township comprises 30 dclegates, 21 from 
Pasadena, 4 from North Pasadena, 3 from 
Lamanda Park and 2 from Sierra Madre. 
About one-half of this number were pres- 
entin person. The other half were repre. 
sented by other gentlemen, who came 
armed with proxies drawn up in regula- 
tion style, so that the full 30 votes were 
cast in every instance. 

J. W. Downing called the meeting to or- 
Ger, Capt. A. Hl. Wakeley was chosen 
chairman and Benjamin W. Hahn secre- 
tary. Dr. Bridge of Sierra Madre opened 
the ball by stating that the castern end of 
the district is entitled to one of the two 
justices. He argued that a justiceand a 


city recorder are amply able to attend to all. 


the Pasadena business, and that it is in- 
convenient for the Lamanda Park and 
Sierra Madre people to drive five miles or 
more to air their differences in a justice's 
court. It would be an act of generosity 
and justice, he stated, tor Pasadena to be- 
stow upon the people of his constituency 
such privilege. 

W. S. Wright thought the secretary 
should call the roll to ascertain who were 
present and who held proxies. This was 
done. Dr. Bridge then presented his 
ideas, in the form of a motion to the effect 
that one justice and one constable be 
elected outside Pasadena to represent the 
colntry section: About this time two men, 
who were ‘carrying some wooden store 
shelves, got tired and let them down 
heavily on Fair Oaks avenue. There was a 
little noise, and the convention made an. 
impromptu adjournment to see whose run- 
away it was and how many were killed. 

After the returming delegates had recov- 
ered their self-possession, Mr. McDonald 
moved that the voting be done by secret 
ballot. Mr. Wright seconded the motion. 
The idea didn't strike Dr. Bridge at all 
favorably, and he saidso. He thought it 
would be an easy way to defeat the rural 
candidate. Mr. Wright said he favored one 
of the offices going to the country, only he 
wanted to know what sort of a candidate 
was to be put up bfore he would bind htm- 
self to vote fornim. Delegate Hahn and 
Delegate A. J. Wallace, who held his broth- 


_ er's proxy, took tae same view of the situa- 


tion. This brought the Sierra Madra dele- 
gate to his feet again. He told the conven- 
tion if it would pass his motion, it could 
name any man it pleased for the office. He 
didn’t want to appear as the champion of 
any particular man, but he did want the 
rights of the country protected. Aftersome 
more talk, the clearly-objectionable motion 
was withdraw, Dr. Bridge being practic- 
ally assured that if he presented the name 
of a fit man, his name would not be Dennis 
when the sun went down. 

Nominations were then in order, Mr. Mc- 
Donald eminated H.H. Rose, present 
justice and City Recorder, Mr. burg 
of Sierra Madre nomiuated C. E. Lawrence 
of the same community and edftor of the 
Crown Vista. Mr. Hahn nominated J. H. 
Merriam of Pasadena, Mr. Wright nomi- 
nateu Charles A. Gardner, present justice, 
and the name ot Capt. Tubbs was presented 
by Mr. Wakely. Delegate Fred Swift sec- 
ended Capt. Tubbs’ nomination; W. R. 
Staats,G. F. Gibbs and A. J. Wallace sec. 
onded Mr. Merriam’s nomination; Judge 
Nelson of North Pasadena seconded the 
candidacy of Mr. Rose; Mr. Hahn had a few 
kind words to say for Mr. Lawrence, and 
the Star editor founda friendin the sec- 
onding line in the person of Mr. Staats. 

The candidates were then requested to 
pungle up $5 apiece and make a speech. 
Mr. Rose wanted to be recognized as a 
straightforward, conscientious Republican. 
As such he had always lived and such he 
would die, no matter what amount of 
hepa contumely or other things of 
that sort might be heaped upon him. Mr. 
Lawrence stated he had made no canvass 
for the place, butifit were given him he 
would endeavor to fill the bill to the satis- 
faction of the .country constituents. Mr. 
Merriam did not want to be presented in 
the light of needing the office. Fitness 
should be the only qualification, and in 
case of his nomination and election he 
would endeavor ‘‘to get there’’ on this issue. 
Mr. Gardner remarked that he had had 
some experience in this particular line of 
work, and had always performed his duties 
tothe best of his ability. ‘He would be 
fladto have another try at.it. Neither 
Capt. Tubbs nor his $5 William was 
forthcoming, and he was accordingly de- 
clared out of the race. 

Then followeda long and serious argu- 
ment over the question of whether or not 
to vote by secret ballot. The friends of the 
secret ballot won the fight by a standing 
vote of 12 to 6, and it was so ordered. 

Fach delegate voted for two delegates, 
andthe result of the ballot was: e “

Before the result of the ballot was an- 
nounced the candidates were, on motion, 
requested to pledge themselves tothe ear- 
nest support of the Republican ticket. All 
did so with alacrity except Mr. Merriam, 
whe stated that while he was a firm be- 
liever in the principles and platform of the 


Republican party he would not pledge him- 


self to the support of the entire ticket. He 
thought this was asking too much of him. 
He had not studied the ticket very care- 
fully and had not made {up his mind ex- 
actly how he would vote. After the ballot 
had been read the nominations of Messrs. 
Merriam and Lawrence were made unan- 
imous. 

For constable the names of J. R. Slater 
(ineumbent,) ahd Fred Swift of Pasadena, 
and Harley Newell of Lamanda Park were 


placedin nomination. The ballot resulted:

Messrs. Swift and Slater were declared 
the nominees, after which the meeting 
adjourned.

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
submitted its report for August, recom. 
mending the payment of bills to the 
amount of $4955.79, which was approved, 
and warrants ordered drawnto the above 
amount. 

Action on the ordinance prohibiting 
switching of trains across Colorado street, 
which was read for the first time at the 
last meeting,* was, on motion, postponed 
for one week. 

The financial reports of the several city 
officers for August, and for the quarter 
ending August 31, were submited and re- 
ferred tothe Auditing and Finance Com- 
mittee without reading. That of City Re. 
corder Rose showed two cases tried and 
fines tothe amount of $5 imposed during 
August. Marshal Bachanan reported four 
arrests during the same period. The re. 
ports of the City Treasurer and the City 
Clerk. for the last quarter, are voluminous 
documents, and are a summary of the 
figures that have appéared from time to 
time in these columns. 

A communication was received from the 
Terminal Railway Company formally ac- 
cepting the conditions of the ordinance 
} passed at the last meeting relative to lay- 

ing the new tracks across Colorado street. 

. G. Wooster submitted a statement 

pointing out some alleged errors in the 
work of assessment this year. Briefly 
summed up it is as follows: In 1889.90 
the Wooster Block on South Fair Oaks av- 
enue was assessed at $25,000. This year 
the assessmentis $21,600, a reduction of 
between 13 and 14 per cent. In 1889-90 
the Exchange Block on Colorado street, 
with fifty feet more frontage and much 
deeper, was assessed at $40,000. This 
year thé figures are $24,000, a reduction 
of 40 per cent., or a reduction of over 26 
percent. more than on the Wooster Block. 
In the matter cf realty and improvements 
Mr. Wooster’s figures go to show that in 
1889-90 the assessed valuation of the Ex- 
change Block was lowered from $58,850 
to 40,305, while the figures on 
the Wooster Block came down from 
$30,425 to $24,935, or a little over 
18 [. cent. In 1890-91 the Exchange 
Block dropped from $40,000 to $35,000, 
and the Wooster Block from $25,000 to 
$21,000. In 1891-92 the Exchange Block 
figures changed from $35,000 to $31,000 
and those of the Wooster building from 
$25,000 to $20,900. This year the Asses- 
sor saw fit to take off $3000 more from the 
Exchange Block, and it was handed in at 
$28,700, while the Wooster Block figures 
were fixed at $21,600, a raise of $1600. 
Later on the Board of Equalization made a 
turther reduction of $4000 in tavor of the 
Exchange Block, so that at present this 
building is assessed at $24,000 and that 
owned by Mr. Wooster at $21,600, and this 
is what causes Mr. Wooster to rise up and 
kick. The communication was filed. 
- Ex-City Engineer Mayer addressed the 
board on the importance of improving the 
ny condition of the city, and it is 
likely that an ordinance will be passed to 
accomplish this end. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Bread That was Cast Upon the Waters— 
Marine Notes. 

A singular case of well merited benefit 
for a kind and hospitabie act was brought 
to light in the death of an old man last 
Monday at the house of Mr. Murray in this 
city. About two vears and a half agoan 
old man by the name of J. H. Kibbe came 
to this city claiming. as he did, that he was 
without relatives, friendiess and alone. He 
accidentally became acquainted with J. W. 
Murray and wife. Mr. Murray is a plum- 
ber. by trade, in the ein ploy of Edwards & 
Co. He was genticmaniy in his manners 
and cleanly in his person and fortun- 
ately for him resembled Mrs. Murray's 
father in appearance. Mrs. Murray, pro- 
posed that they {ix up a room in their 
house, take the old man in and care for 
him, for what littic work he might do 
about the place, which was not much, as he 
was 75 years of age. This they did with- 
out ary hope of reward or further remun- 
eration than the fact of doing a kind act. 
He had been with the Murray family about 
a year and a half when he became sick and 
was confiped to his bed for four 
weeks. At this time he informed his 
new found friends thatif they would not 
turn him out, he had enough to defray the 
expenses of his burial and a little besides. 
He recovered, however, and enjoyed fairly 
| good health again until about three weeks 
ago he took sick again and, as above stated, 
died last Monday and was buried the fol- 
lowing Tuesday. Before dying he madea 
will bequeathing his whole’ property, 
amounting to some $2000 tn cash deposited 
in Minneapolis, Minn., and San Diego banks, 
besides a box containing valuable papers, 
also deposited in San Diego, to J. W. Mur- 
ray and wife.

The Supervisors Decide Against the 
_ Consolidation of Offices. 
Adjourned Meeting of the Directors of the 
Agricultural Aas on—Increased 
_ Facilities to Re Provided— 
Brief Mention. 


SANTA ANA, 

Atthe meeting of the Board of Super. 
visors the petition of W. H. Spargeon and 
others that the board consolidate the offices 
of Recorder and Auditor and of Sheriff and 
tax Collector, also a remonstrance to such 
action much more numerously signed, 
came on for hearing and settlement. The 
petition was championed before the board 
by Victor Montgomery, while J. W. Bal- 
lard, T. W. Sanborn and others “urged its 
Wenial. The petition recites substantially 
that for the first year of the county's exist- 
ence the duties ot the four offices were satis. 
factorily performed by two officers; that 
the Supervisors adopted the present system, 
segregating the offices against the wish and 
in the face of the protest of a great number 
of citizens, and that thereby the cost of the 
county government has during the past 
two years been greatly excessive.

It is announced by a circular that the 
roads in the Transcontinental Associa- 
tioh will carry free, returning, all goods 
exhibited at the World's Fair, that have 
paid full tariff rates to the same, but 
only by those routes that originally car- 
ried said exhibits to the exposition:

agent. The commodities enumerated 
in the following list, which are likely 
to be shipped for exhibition at the ex- 
position, and which owing to their na- 
ture, it may not be desired to return 
to the point from which they were ori- 
vinally forwarded, may be carried from 
points in the territory of the asso- 
ciation to Chicago at one-half the re- 
gular tariff rate: Agricultural products, 
hofticultural products, floricultura) 
products; forest products, including 
maps, statistics, drawings and photo- 
graphs not advertising any individual 
trade; specimen, botanical, fossil and 
mineral; samples of cereals and grasses ; 
ish for aquarium or museum; building 
material used in construction of exhi- 
bition buildings or buildings for exhibi- 
tion, compartments or exhibition stands; 
stone; women’s fancy needle-work, or 
articles of feminine manufacture, loaned 
for exhibition; old Indian canoes, old 
nacksaddies and similar relics of early 
frontier life; wild animals.
